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THE ALTONA STAR DEMOTED 


ADVERSE MOTION PASSED 


The “Altona Star’ is no longer the official organ -of 
Altona. The motion authorising this vital change was moved 
by Cr. Lee and seconded by Cr. Fisher. Cr. Crofts was the 


only dissentant. 


When the Shire President, Cr. 
S. G. Melntosh, announced the 


notice of motion to appoint the; 


“Footscray Mail’’ as official or- 
Ban of the Shire, Cr. Lee rose 
and said that at this stage he had 
said enough at the last meet- 
ing and would just formally 
move the motion, This was 
quickly seconded by Cr. A. J. 
Fisher. 

However, Cr. W. L. J, Crofts 
said he wished to speak against 
the motion, 

He said the proposed action 
would cost the Shire money and. 
therefore, should be contested. 
He felt the change could be 
more costly, but. on this he 
could be corrected, because the 
advertising rates are different. 


Certainly the change will be 
more inconvenient, added Cr. 
Crofts. 


POINT OF ORDER 


“Point of order!" interjected 
Cr. Lee, “The expense involyed 
should not be discussed as this 
is only a formal motion trans- 
ferring the official organ which 
is only an honour.” 

“Point of order on Cr. Leet” 
interrupted Shire Secretary, Mr. 
J. W. Waters. He said Cr. 
Crofts was quite correct. Under 
the Local Government Act cer- 
tain advertisements must be 
placed in the official organ of the 
Shire. The Shire pays for these 
advertisements, 

Cr. Crofts continued by repeat- 
ing the change will mean more 
cost to the Shire and will also 
be less convenient. He added 
more time will be consumed on 
the part of the Shire officers 
going to Footscray, 


Cr, Crofts re-iterated what he 
said at the last meeting that it 
is wrong to have work taken out 
of Altona. 

He pointed out that it could 
mean retrenchment of staff at 
the “Star” office and that work 
would be taken away from 
people working in Altona. 


GREATER CIRCULATION 


“The ‘Altona Star’ has a 
greater circulation, though I do 
not have the facts and figures, 
and they are more representative 
of the citizens of Altona than 
the ‘Footscray Mail’,"" said Cr. 
Crofts, . 

“If this notice of motion is 
passed I want it recorded that 
1 disassociate myself from this 
act,” concluded Cr. Crofts. 

Cr. Lee expressed the desire to 
exercise his right of reply, 
mainly, he said, because of many 
statements that call for clarifi- 
cation, 

He contended the change was 
necessary because the citizens 
of this community are entitled 
to have as their organ a news- 
paper which does not confuse 
personal feelings with factual 
reporting. 

Cr. Lee alleged the “‘Star’’ has 
many times used its pages for 
reports that put forward their 
own feelings. He contended such 
personal expressions should be 
in the Editorial column. 


NEVER PERSONAL 


[Personal expressions are 
never used by the writer of the 
Editorial column. All his geu- 
eral Editoriais are attempts to 
put forward or tell the view- 
Points of aspects of Altona and 
Altona life.} 

However, 


Cr. Lee agreed 


every paper has the tight to 
express its views, but net at 
the expense of factual and full 








reporting. 

He continued that a newspaper 
has a responsibility of placing 
before the public all the facts so 
it can choose for itself, not only 
some items of interest. 

This is where the ‘‘Star’’ failed 
most alleged Cr. Lee. He con- 
tended that if things are con- 
trary to the feelings of the 
“Star” reporter they are not re- 
ported, 

Most notable omissions were 
his criticisms during council 


meetings of the State Govern-; 


ment and the “Shell Bill’ raised 
by him, said Cr. Lee. 

{The “Star has noted that 
Cr. Lee’s remarks on the Gov- 
ernment were NOT published 
in other papers and also that 
the ‘Star’ DID publish details 
of the Bill] 


Failure of a  “non-Labor” 
councillor to substantiate claims 
made in his name was defended 
by the “Star” by saying it re- 
Serves the right to print what it 
chooses, continued Cr. Lee. 

{This apparently refers to 
the incident of the damaged 
posters, Any reader of the 

“Star” will have seen that Cr. 
Crofts made no claims which 

needed substantiation he 
stated facts only. See “Altona 

Star” August 25.} 


He added, when one side is 
left out and the other given 
every chance, the “Star” is not 


as impartial as it claims. 

{AN candidates in the re- 
cent cfections were offered the 
‘same ‘amount of space in the 
“Star” Sor putting their views.J 
Reports seriously suggest that 
he was trying to stifle the free- 
dom of the Press, complained 
Cr. Lee. 

This is a ridiculous suggestion, 
alleges Cr. Lee, who said he 
merely advocated the council 
should change to a newspaper 
that the council has more faith 
ia, 

He added this action does not 
prevent the “‘Star” from report- 
ing as they wish, as they have 
every right to come to this coun- 
cil chamber and report every- 
thing said. “I do not recall ever 
taking this freedom from them," 
said Cr, Lee. 

[Neither does the “Star” re- 
call any such suggestion. This 
was evidenced on last week’s 
front page when it was pointed 
out the “Star” would continue 

to fully cover council meet- 
ings.] 

Cr. -Lee accused the “Star” 
of casting doubts on the “Mail's” 
integrity by saying it had falsely 
claimed to be the official organ 
prior to the motion being passed. 
Cr. Lee said the ‘‘Mail" printed 
the truth based on his recom- 
mendation to council. 

{Perhaps Cr. Lee could check 
the motions and notices of 
motion.] 


THE “STAR’S” DECLINE 


The reason behind the decline 
in the “Star is that undisputed 
evidence, points to another politi- 
cal party being clearly supported 
by the “Star,” declared Cr. Lee. 

He contends the viewpoint of 
this party is clearly stated by 
the “Star.” In his opinion a 
nameless party at the moment, 
aided and abetted by the “Star.” 

A party is a group of people 
with similar ideas and aims ex- 
plained Cr. Lee. [Then followed 
a run-down of the “party” which 
was irrevelant to the motion] 

“It is my opinion that this 
party wishes to remove the con- 
trol of this council from Labor 
and wishes to remove this con- 
trol for purposes of its own. 





“This party hides behind a 
facade and uses false names to 
mislead the voters, such as rep- 
resenting the ratepayers,”’ said 
Cr. Lee. He pointed out he is 
a ratepayer, but said they do not 
represent him. ‘ 

Since they have no name for 
themselves, Cr. Lee said he 
would give them a name—‘‘The 
Anti-Labor Control Party.” 

He continued it is to their dis- 
credit that they have seen fit 
to use methods, as indicated 
earlier, of accusing the council 
of incompetence and “‘Tammany 
Hall,” 

Cr. Lee considers this particu- 
lar group of people face respon- 
sibility for the most despicable 
act he has ever seen by waiting 
until election eve before distribu- 
ting their manifestos. He con- 
siders this proves his point that 
they are not prepared to come 
out into the open. 

This party has not even the de- 
cency to take a photo of its own 
to use on its manifesto alleged 
Cr, Lee. 


GALLERY 
INTERJECTIONS © 


Here members of the large 
gallery interjected and Cr. A. 
W. Bond called for point of or- 
der as it was not a public meet- 
ing. 

The Shire President called for 
order but more interjections 
followed and he named Mr. 
Weaver. Other members of the 
gallery called out “Why pick out 
one? Name us all!"" Cr. Bond 
retaliated by saying he would 
say something about Mr. Weaver 
if he didn’t watch out. 

Cr. Lee continucd by saying 
these people stand up for free 
speech and the right to criticise 
and that it was his unalienable 
right as an Australian citizen to 
be able to criticise. 


THE PHOTOGRAPH 
AGAIN 


He again referred to’ the 
photograph which he contended 
was the same as appears on a 
councii document and he con- 
sidered to suggest it was not 
taken from the same negative is 
an insult to a child’s mind. 

Cr. Lee pointed out the photo- 
graphs were identical and’ he 
would dispute that this photo- 
graph was not a direct print off 
the negative. 

Again the gallery made itself 
heard and this time Cr. McIn- 
tosh threatened to clear the gal- 
Jery. 

Cr. Lee stated the “Star”? must 
have been aware of the pro- 
cedure used to produce this 
block. He said the paper is ex- 
perienced in these matters and 
printed both jobs which used the 
photograph. 

[As stated last week, the 
“negative of the council’s photo- 
graph or a print of the phote 

could not be used as the 

“Star” did pot hold them, nor 

was the “Star” in any way 

concerned with the making of 
the second biock.} 

“Members of this council have 
been criticised and this right to 
crilicise is defended. but when 
the criticism is not levelled at 
this other party it is unfair and 
biased,” said Cr. Lee. 


35-HOUR WEEK 


To prove this contention Cr. 
Lee said for two consecutive 
weeks criticism regarding the 
35-hour week was levelled at the 
council. When the decision of the 


council was announced the 
“Star” did not apologise for its 
ill-founded remarks. 

{Following the council de- 
cision a full account of the 
matter plus a statement by the 
Shire President was published 
on the front page. Incidentally, 
Cr. J. J. Ginifer particuarly 
called at the “Star” office for 
a copy of this paper, as he 
wished to obtain the Shire 
President’s comments to it 
clude in a_ proposed radio 
broadcast.) 

Cr. Lee continued that the 
“Star” failed to apologise be- 
cause it was prepared to go 
along with the idea that the 35- 
hour week could be used for 
election material and in his 
opinion he considers it suited 
them, 

He said the ‘Star had the 

right to come out and state that 
the council had cleared itself 
of the allegations made. The al- 
jegation that the Labor council- 
lors were under political domi- 
nation to make resolutions which 
they would not normally make. 
4 “This gets me to the final sub- 
missions, statements which have 
not been published in the ‘Star’.”” 
said Cr. Lee. “but I will make 
them again.” 

Cr. Lee stated, “In my six 
years in council] I have never 
been told by any political party 
what decision I must make in 
this council. I say that clearly 
and I would say it for every 
member of this council. At no 
time has any group or local 
branch said what we have to do. 
Every decision of the Labor 
council has been the decision of 
the nine elected men or as at 
present the eight elected men 
and it represents a majority 
opinion of the eight. 


NO OUTSIDE 
INFLUENCE 


“Any suggestion that we are- 
dominated by an outside influ- 
ence js completely false and I 
want this statement to be made 
absolutely clear.”” 

Cr. Lee said he had another | 
statement to, make. “Never at 
any time have I ever asked any 
newspaper on behalf of myself 
or any party to which I belong 
for any favourable comment. 1 
have never suggested to them 
that we should be given more 
favourable comment than what is 
due. I have the right to critic- 
ise what I do not consider the 
factual situation and when they 
leave out things that to my mind 
are important, I would never be 
a party to telling a newspaper 
what it can print. So all this 
talk of censorship is invalid. 
The inalienable right of any 
newspaper is to publish the truth 
because if is in the truth that 
the freedom of the Press has. 
any meaning. But they also | 
have the right to publish all the 
facts. And this council has also’ 
the right to choose the news- 
paper that it feels has the best 
integrity te discharge the duties 
that. this council feels it should 
do. I suggest we make this 
choice based on the many ex- 
amples of the failure of the local! 
“Star" to be completely unbiased j 

i 





and stand by their integrily as 
they should. 

“T have the right to criticise 
and the council to choose a news- 
paper that is beyond any re- 
proach in any way or form, 
and so Cr. Lee finished reading 
from a paper in his hand. 

The motion was put to the! 
vate and -all voted for it with 
the exception of Cr. Crofts, who 
was against transferring the 
official‘organ to the ‘*Mail.” 





[All the above criticism by 
one councillor has heen 
answered by another who said 
the ‘Altona Star” was fair and 
unbiased.

Seven Silent Men 


At the previous council. meeting debat- 
ing the “Altona Star’’ were nine councillors 
consisting of two who had the courage of 
their convictions and seven silent men.

Yet on the issue of the ‘’Star’s” integ- 
rity, apart from formally introducing motions, 
they were strangely silent. 

As they did not speak for themselves 
we can only conjecture. There may have been 
various reasons for silence. : 
. Some’ may have felt Cr. Lee’s speech so 
factual, fair and rational and convincing that 
‘there was no néed for them to add a word. 

Some may have béen willing for Cr. Lee 
to singly bear the odium caused by the critic- 
ism of the ‘’Star.”’ 

Some may have been opposed to action 
against the “Star,” but by force of circum- 
stances had to vote against their convictions. 

Alternatively, it could be that seven had 
such confidence in Cr. Lee that by pre- 
arrangement they gave him the honour of 
being sole spokesman. ; 

_ These could have been among the rea- 
sons for silence at the first meeting. But 
by the second meeting this week the posi- 
tion had changed. Cr. Lee’s remarks had 
been found to be not factual, most unfair 
and no longer rational or convincing. 

So to the previous reasons for silence 
another must be added. 

All may have thought, “We have had 
no real basis for our action, we cannot justify 
it, let-us say nothing.” 

Until these seven silent men say other- 
wise we must accept one of these conjec- 
tures for their silence.
